PARISIAN FETES. 



Enthusiastic Interest in No Way Dim- 
inishing;— Banquet to tho 
Itussiau Visitors. 



An Imposing: Torchlight Procession- 
Grand Orchestral Concert— Anxious 
to Welcome the Strangers. 



Paris, Oct. 19.— Tho fetes in honor of tho 
vieitir.g Russians wero continued to-day. A 
bani|U6t waa tendered them at tho Foreign 
Ministry, which was attended by men high 
in military and naval affairs, and thoro was 
a slight sprinkling of diplomats. Minister 
Dovello toasted tho Czar briefly, but effu- 
sively. Baron Mohrenheim responded as 
briefly. Tho reooption, which followed tho 
banquet was attended by thousands. Im- 
mediately after, Admiral Avelan and hia 
ataff called on Cardinal Richard, Arch- 
bishop of Paris. From tho Cardinal's house 
they went to No. 11 Ruo do Marignana, tho 
homo of Marshal Canrobort. They passed 
slowly through tho crowded streets, deafen- 
ing oheers announcing the passing carriages. 
Tho RuHsiana wero entertained to a repast 
by tho municipal authorities at the Town 
hall, this evening. President Carnot pre- 
sided, and among tho 5-10 gueata wero all 
the members of hia military household. 

Tho tablo of honor had tho form of a 
horseshoe Prosident Carnot sat in tho 
placo of honor. At his right wero Premier 
Dupny and Baron Mohrenheim ; at his left 
tho Prefect of tho Seine and Admiral Ave- 
lan. Tho long curved lines of ministcrB, 
deputies and Russian officers stretched away 
on each aido from tho places of Messrs. 
Mohrenheim und Avelan. Tho middle table 
was reserved for Frenchmen of Letters and 
Art. Zola, tho novelist ; Goncourt, tho 
historian and essayist, and MuBsenet, tho 
composer, wero among tho celobratod men 
gathered rjund it. Tho usual toasts wero 
given and answered with much cordiality. 

Tho diners watched from tho windows a 
great torchlight prcccsdon of choral so- 
cieties, accompanied by bands and troops, 
march across tho Place de l'Hotel do Villo, 
and Urge gilded shipa, filled with orches- 
tras and children's choruB, were pushed in- 
to tho open space before tho Town Hall. 
Tho Vonoti&n masts wero illuminated with 
thousands of oleotrio lights. The vast 
squaro was ablazo with a hundred colors. 
The procession passed under tho changing 
lights, by the Town Hall, along the Avenue 
Victoria, the Boulovard de Sebastopol, the 
wholo length of the boulevard to tho Placo 
do la Madeline, from which the line of 
march was down la Ruo Royale to tho Placo 
do la Concordo, whore tho torchboarere dis- 
bande-l. 

Tho :i : ad was high most of tho evening. 
As the procession moved by tho Madeloino 
the flames from tho torchoB were blown far 
out over tho crowds packed tightly up to 
the line of march, and tho whole street 
seemed afUine. The crash of military music 
and the cheers of tho spectators filled tho 
uir. The delight of those who thronged tho 
streets and roofs seemed to bo boundless. 
When tho procession passed out of sight, 
tho guests at tho town hall roturnod to tho 
diningroom, where 1,050 more officials, 
officers and distinguished civilians had 
gathered to hear an orchestral concert, con- 
ducted by tho Tafanel. The programmo 
consisted exclusively of French and Russian 
compositions. President Carnot remained 
until midnight. The enthusiasm to-night 
has not Bhown a simile sign that Paris is 
tiring of the fetes. Flowers have been 
thrown before the horses of Admiral Ave- 
lan's c »rriage wherever ho has gone to-day, 
and scores of well-dressed Parisians have 
burst through tho polico lines to ehako 
hands with tho Russians.

LAST HONORS. 

Marshal HacUanon Will Be Interred in 
L'Egllse ties Invalides. 

Paws, Oct. ID. — Tho arrangements for 
tho funeral of Marshal MaoMahon have 
been' comploted. According to tho pro- 
grammo, tho body will be rocoived at tho 
town church at Mont Cresaon by a num- 
ber of priests, deputies and ministers, who 
will bo in waiting. Tho coffin will be placed 
upon a bier druped with a black volvot pall, 
trimmed with silver fringe, tho tri color of 
France and the field-marshal's flag. High 
mass will be celebrated and tho Archbishop 
ot Lyons will pronounce tho absolution. 
Tho entire interior of tho church will be 
draped in black. Tho body will remain in 
tho church until nightfall, in order that 
visitors may take a laat look at tho illustri- 
ous dead. After dark it will bo removed to 
a chapel, whero it will remain until taken 
for interment in L'Egliae des InvalideB. 

PARIS, Oct. 19. — Tho remains of ex-Presi- 
dont MaoMahon aro lying in state at Mont 
Cresaon. Tho family have agreed to a pub- 
lic funeral, which will take place at the end 
of tho month. Tho French nowspapers pub- 
lish long comments upon tho sympathy ex- 
pressed by the Russians at tho death of 
Marshal MaoMahon and seem greatly pleas- 
ed at it. Tho Czar's message of thanks to 
President Carnot for tho courtesies extended 
to tho Russian sailors at Toulon and Paris 
has also greatly pleased tho newspapers of 
this and other cities of Frunco. 

Tho Cabinet decided this cven'ng that 
Marshal MaoMahon should havo a national 
funeral from tho Eglise deo Invalides on 
Sunday, as tho Czar has manifested a wish 
that Admiral Avelan and the other Russian 
officers shall pay tho last honors to tho dead 
soldier.

London, Oct. 19.— To-day's Times pub- 
lishes a report condemnatory of Sir George 
Dibbs' policy in allowing the first section of 
the Australian and British Columbia cable 
to fall into tho hands of the French Gov- 
ernment. Tho Imperial Government is con- 
demned for not taking up the question long 
ago, and is being urged to act promptly 
now, before further progress is made by the 
French company in the direction of laying 
the Becond section of tho cable to the Fiji 
Islands and thence to Vancouver, B. C. 



PANIC IN A SCHOOL. 

Six Hundred Colored [Children Make a Break 
for Liberty With Disastrous Results. 

Washington, D.C., Oot. 19. — In one of 
tho public school buildings in this city, 
three stories high, with only a narrow exit 
available) in which six hundred colored 
pupils wore crowded together, a panic 
ooourred this morning. One of tho children 
fainting tho others raised a cry of " Fire." 
A mad rush was made for the door, whero 
tho frightened children became jammed in a 
heap and struggled and fought and trampled 
each other, after tho manner of adults in a 
theatro panic. Then tho polico, janitors 
and teachers Bucceoded in disentangling the 
mass; a considerable number of injured 
children wero carried to the hospitals and 
thoir homes, some of them, it is feared, 
being fatally hurt.

ITALY'S POLICY. 

Tho Prime Minister Defines the Programmo 
the Government Will Carry Out. 

ROME, Oct. 19. — Signor Giolitti, Prime 
Minister, in a speech at Dronera, Piedmont, 
sketched the policy which tho cabinet has 
decided to follow. Signor Giolitti declared 
the foreign policy of Italy rested upon 
peaceful alliances, and the Toulon incident, 
he said, proved that the deBiro for peaco 
waa common to all European nationa. Tho 
situation, therefore, would allow Italy to 
devote her efforts to raiaing horaelf from tho 
present economic depression, which waB 
due to excessive and unproductive expendi- 
ture, involving heavy foreign loana. Tho 
condition of tho Italian fiuanceB, however, 
waa now on a turn for the better, and in 
order to aecuro equilibrium of tho budget, 
the cabinet proposed to return to the system 
of payment of cuBtoma in coin, and to re- 
form the succeasion dutiea and progressive 
incomo tax, bringing tho revenue up to 
forty lira. Military expenditures havo al- 
ready been materially reduced, and the 
Government has decided to reorganize tho 
army. 

DR. KANE'S OUTBURST. 

Ho Hopes Never to See the Impudent De- 
mands of the Hierarchy Conceded. 

Belfast, Oot. 19.— Dr. Kane, tho Orange 
grand master, made a rabid anti-Catholic 
speech at tho national Protestant congress 
in this city yesterday. Rome, ho said, do- 
manded that tho station establish and en- 
dow the ultramontane university in Ireland, 
but ho hoped that ho would never Beo the 
disguBting spectacle of an English states- 
man conceding tho impudent demands of 
the hierarchy, whoso members had been the 
patrons and the strength of tho leagues bo 
successively started up in Ireland in recent 
years. 

HOME RULE SHELVED. 

Secretary of State Astiulth Rays It Will Not

London, Oct. 19.— At Glasgow, Tuesday 
night, Henry Aequith, Secrotory of State 
for Home Affairs, announced, contrary to 
tho impression made by Gladatone'a late 
speech, that tho Homo Rulo bill was not to 
bo taken up at tho next Bcasiou of Parlia- 
ment, but the Novvcastlo programme will bo 
carried out.

Tho report treats not only upon tho 
posaiblo routes aud tho engineering difficul- 
ties, but also upon tho relation of the pro- 
posed railway to commerco and tho slave 
trade. Tho estimated length of tho road is 
057 milea, the coat being at un average of

able amount of exports and imports and pas- 
senger traffio, and conaludes that, at tho 
outside, tho road would bo able nearly to 
pay its working expenses.

At any rate, tho 
road soeiiiH to bo a necessity connected with 
tho British occupation of Uganda, and tho 
expenditure of 811,000,000 will not prevent 
Great Britain from making fast its hold 
upon this magnificent rogion of Contral 
Africa.

Chicaoo, Oct. 19. — Dr. Jay Guy Lou is, 
general superintendent of the Oregon exhi- 
bits of the World'a Fuir, haa i8aued the fol- 
lowing : Under tho present system of 
awards some dissatiafaction will bo expreas- 
ed, and that each state and county may havo 
a chance to enter into friendly competition, 
tho Stato of Oregon, through its legal ropre- 
eentative, hereby challengea tho world to 
compete on tho following terma and condi- 
tions: Applea, embracing thirty or more 
varieties, shall be the fruit entered. Each 
Btate or county entering shall depoait $100 
with C. G. Wright, superintendent of pomo- 
logy, judges to ho appointed aa followa : 
Each Stato entering to select ono judge, 
they to oleot one or two aa the caao may be, 
so that tho number of jurora ahull bo uneven 
in number. Colonel Braokett ia acceptable 
to tho Stato of Oregon as a committee on 
nomenclature. The money collected as en- 
tranco money to be U8ed by aomo ono select- 
ed by the States entering, who shall havo a 
suitable medal niado to be given to tho 
Stato receiving tho higheat award. 



PROPOSED SENATORIAL COMPRO- 
MISE. 

Bough Draft of a BUI Proposing to Settle 
Matters. 

Washington City, Oct. 19. — Tho Demo- 
cratic 3tcoring committeo of tho Senato was 
in session a great part of yesterday, trying 
to devise a achetno for a Bottlement of tho 
differences existing on the financial question 
on that aide of the chamber, and appear- 
ances at the close of the day indicated that 
progreas had been made. It ia assorted that 
tho committee progressed far enough to 
prepare the rough draft of a bill which ia to 
bo aubmitted to the Senate aa soon aa tho 
majority Senators can bo consulted upon ita 
merits. Tho members of tho committeo ro- 
fuaed to confirm tho report, aa did alao 
those with whom they consulted. It waa 
alao asaerted that tho bill which ia to bo 
submitted would simply provido for exten- 
sion of tho present law for a year from tho 
firat day of next July.

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LUCY STONE DEAD. 

What She Accomplished for the Anti- 
Slavery Movement ami 
Women's Rigflits. 



"She First Stirred the Nation's Heart 
on tho Subject of Woman's 
Wrongs." 



Boston, Oct. 19.— Lucy Stone, who died 
at Id o'clock last ni^ht, was born August 
13, 1818, on a fiirm near West Brookfield, 
Maes. Her grandfather was a colonel in 
the Revolution, and led 100 men in Shay's 
rebellion. Her father was a prosperous 
farmer. When Luoy was born, her mother 
exclaimed : " Oh, dear ! I am sorry it is 
a girl, u woman's life is so hard ! " The 
little girl early becamo indignant at the 
way Bhe saw women treated by their hus- 
bands, and the laws, and made up her 
childish mind that tho laws must be 
changed. In determiniu^ to obtain a col- 
legiate oducation sho was largely influenced 
by her desire to learn to reud tho Bible in 
the original, and satisfy hersolf that tho 
texts that wero quoted against tho equal 
rights of women wero correctly translated. 
She found that they wero. 

Her early struggles for un oducation were 
heroic, and Bhe finally succeoded in enter- 
ing and going through Oberlin, tho only col- 
lege at that timo that admitted women, 
earning her way by touching all the time. 
Sho gruduated in 1817, and gave her first 
women's rights lecture the same year at 
Gardner, Mass. Sho becamo lecturer for 
the Massachusetts Anti-Slavery society in 
1848, traveling extensively iu Now ling- 
land, tho Wist and Canada, and speaking 
alBO on Woman's rights. At first opposi- 
tion to her was so bitter, and sho wus so 
poor, that Bho was obliged to put up tho 
posters for her own meetings, Hut her 
quiet, unassuming manners, her winning 
presence and sweet voico genorally won tho 
hearts of tho thousands who came to hear 
her from mere curiosity. All hor meetings 
were free at first ; but sho finally became so 
poor that she tried tho experiment of an 
entranoo fee, which was a success. 
~Sho had a wonderful eloquenco, and no 
tricks of oratory; but a transparent sincer- 
ity, a simplicity, and intense earnestness of 
speech and a singular personal magnetism 
and an utter forgotfulness of self, which 
Bwayed her great audiences as tho wind 
bends a field of grass. In 1855 Bhe was mar- 
ried, after much persuasion, to Henry B. 
Blackwell, a young hardware merchant of 
Cincinnati, who was in full sympathy with 
her beliefs. It was necessary to send thirty 
miles for a ministor who would marry them 
without using the word "obey." Mrs. 
Stono retained hermaidennamo. Afewyears 
later, while she lived in New Jersey, her 
property was seized for taxes, and she 
published a protest against " taxation with- 
out representation." In 1869 Mrs. Stone 
was instrumental in forming the American 
Woman's Suffrage Association. In tho fol- 
lowing year she becamo co-editor of the 
Woman's Journal, and from 1872 to tho 
present day she was editor-in-chief, with 
her husband and daughters as assistants. 
Mrs. Stone again lectured in tho West in 
behalf of woman suffrage in 1867 to 1882. 
She held various offices in tho State and 
National Woman Suffrage Associations. 
" Luoy Stone," says Mrs. Stanton, "first 
really stirred tho nation's heart on tho sub- 
ject of woman's wrongs." She had been ill 
at Neponset for Bevoral weeks, and her death 
was not unexpected. 

«' INNOCUOUS "DESUETUDE." 

The Condition Into Which the Irish National 
League Has Been Sunk— It Host Squarely 
Support Mr. Gladstone. 

New York, Oct. 19, — Communications 
have been sent out from thiB city to repre- 
sentative Irishmen in different parts of the 
country soliciting their views regarding the 
advisability of a conference, to bo held 
cither hero or in Chicago during tho first 
week in November, to consider tho present 
Btanding of the Irish National League, and 
tho desirability and necessity of either 
maintaining tho organization or of bringing 
a successor based on similar lines into exist- 
once. 

For over a year tho National League has 
been sinking into what President Cleveland 
onco described as a condition of " innocuous 
desuetude." Conttihutions to its funds 
have been few and far between, dissensions 
have arisen regarding tho bona fi les of 
Premier Gladstone in his efforts to secure a 
modified measure of Home Rule for Ireland, 
and the conservative and radical element of 
what remains of tho organization aro at dag 
gers drawn. 

The recent resignation of M. V. Gannon, 
tho successor of Patrick Egan, and John 
Fitzgerald as President of the League, has 
tended towards bringing matters to a crisis, 
especially as tho action of the well known 
IriBh-American was largely duo to his re- 
fusal to lend his aid and support to the ro- 
calcitrant element which is antagonistic to 
Gladstone, and only a few degrees removed 
from what is left of O'Donovan Rossa and 
his dynamite policy. 

Many of those prominent in Irish-Ameri- 
can movements in this oity, who hy reason 
of their wealth have been liberal contribu- 
tors to tho National League exchequer, are 
unwilling to extend further countenance or 
support, in a moral sense, to the organiza- 
tion unless it places itself squarely ou re- 
cord us supporting Mr. Gladstone's policy 
and emphasizing its belief in tho sincerity 
and political integrity of tho Grand Old 
Man.

"CAPTURED HESSIANS." 

New Jersey Celebrates This Important Event 
In Revolutionary History. 

Trenton, N.J., Oct. 19.— The capital of 
what historians, or some of them, have 
dubbed tho " foreign state," is ablaze with 
patriotism to-day in honor of tho dedication 
of the battle monument that has been orocted 
in commemoration of tho capture of the 
HeBaians by Georgo Washington on the day 
following Christmas, 1776. Tho city is 
handsomely decorated in honor of the event, 
It is ore of tho groatest days ever known in 
New JerBoy. For two days back regular and 
speoial trains have been loaded with visitors 
from near and far, and it is estimated that 
fully 50,000 strangers wero added to tho 
regular population of Tronton by daylight 
this morning. Dotachments of State troopB 
from New York, Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut and Pennsylvania participated in tho 
parade that preceded tho ceromony proper, 
Pennsylvania was represented by a brigade 
of tho National Guard, togethor with tho 
city troops from Philadelphia; Connecticut 
by the Governor's Foot Guarda in tho uni- 
form of tho old Continental soldiery. 

Tho ceremonies at tho monument consist- 
ed of speeches, vocal and instrumental 
music. A tablet representing Washington 
crossing the Delaware was unveiled by Gov. 
Pattison of Pennsylvania. Tho tablet re- 
presenting the surrender in tho applo or- 
chard was unveiled by Gov. Morris of Con- 
necticut. Gov. RuBsell of Massachusetts 
unveiled tho brozo Murblehead fisherman, 
which stands atono side of tho entrance totho 
monument, while Gov. Flower of Now York 
withdrew the drapery from tho tablet 
descriptive of Col. Hamilton's battery open- 
ing tho fight. Between oach unveiling 
patriotic songs wero rendered by a chorus of 
1,000 school children. Tho monument rises 
to a height of 150 feet above tho street level, 
and is surmounted by a atatuo of Washing- 
ton, tho gift of Now York. Below tho 
stutuo is an observatory, which is reached 
by an oloctria elevator. Tho foundation is 
of concrete, 19 feet deep, and tho entire 
monument weighs in the neighborhood of 
4,000,000 pounds. Its entire cost was 
S60.000, of which ono-half was voted by 
Congress, a fourth camo from the state of 
Now Jersey, while individual subscribers 
mado up tho balanco. This ovening a ban- 
quet will bo tendered to tho distinguished 
guests from Pennsylvania, Now York and 
Connecticut. 



PAPAL ENCYCLICAL. 

His Holiness Insists That In Their Care for 
Things Spiritual, 5Ien Must Not Neglect 
Matters Temporal. 

Baltimore, Md., Oct. 19.— Tho Pope's 
encyclical letter on tho rosary uf Mary wad 
received in this city a few days ago. It is 
addressed to tho patriarchs, primates, arch- 
bishops, bishops and other ordinaries in 
peace and communion with tho Holy See, 
and a copy has boon forwarded to every 
archbishop and bishop in the United States, 
by whom it will be distributed through 
the dioceses. Tho encyclical is composed 
of three thousand words in English, 
and was translated from the Latin 
with great care. In it the Popo 
lays Btress upon the advantages of tho 
special protection of tho Blessed Virgin, 
and of devotion to tho Most Holy Roaary, 
and deals at length with three evils with 
which, in his opinion, modern Bociety is at 
present afflicted. Those are forgotfulness of 
tho future life, abhorrence of Buffering and 
dissatitf jction with modest and laborious 
existence. He refers to tho desire of coun- 
try people for tho life of largo cities, where 
popular agitation and tumult uro engender- 
ed, and greatly to be deplored, while abhor- 
renco of suffering und forgotfulness of the 
life to como should be guarded ugainBt by 
contemplation of the exumplo of tho paB- 
aion of tho Saviour. 

Tho encyclical is in somo parts couched 
in stronger language than that usually em- 
ployed by tho supreme pontiff. He speaks 
of the fact that the number of thoso who 
" deliberately desire to shirk pain is con- 
stantly increasing," and bemoans the pre- 
valent disturbance of tho equilibrium be- 
tween different classes of society, the uni- 
versal disquietude, the hatred and poignant 
jealousies, uud the flagrant violations of 
right that are cow common. Leo combats 
tho idea that tho preoccupation of future 
things distinguishes the love of tho earthly 
fatherland or is detrimental to tho pros- 
perity of the saints, and insists that as a 
matter of fact, the life hope for hereafter is 
not of a naturo to absorb men's thoughts to 
the extent of diverting them from tho care 
of present things. As a matter of fact, the 
Saviour himself, in recommending mankind 
to " seek first tho kingdom of God," there- 
by intimated that mankind should not 
neglect tho rest. 

GRAND TRUNK RAILWAY. 

Passenger and Freight Trallic Improving— 
Exceptional Dilllcnltles During the 
Past Year. 

London, Cbt. 19. — In the Grand Trunk 
report issued to-night, tho directors point 
out that tho freight rates per ton per mile 
for tho last half year havo been the lowest 
on record, but a Blight further reduction has 
been effected in the percentage of all ex- 
penses. During tho half year the company 
has had to contend with exceptional dilii- 
culties owing to tho financial stringency in 
the United States, the low prices offered for 
produce in Uuropo and tho continuous 
severity of tho weather. During tho cur- 
rent half year, however, passenger trallic 
huB developed, especially iu connection 
with Chicago and tho World's Fair, the 
Grand Trunk railway obtaining a greater 
shure of tho percentage of tho passengers 
than any other line reaching Chicago from 
the cast. Freight traffic, also, is now show- 
ing signs of renewed activity. 

RIOTOUS MINERS. 

Two Thousand of Them Attack a Colliery 
and a Vigorous Fight follows. 

London, Oct. IS. — Two thousand striking 
miners attacked tho Sutton Heath Collier- 
ies at St. Helens, Lancashire, thiB afternoon. 
They drove uway the mino officials, broke 
tho machinery at the pit shaft, and oplit up 
tho wugons, When the police arrived tho 
miners had armed themselves with wheel- 
spokes, poles, stones, and pieceB of broken 
machinery. Tho police charged, clubbing 
tho men right and loft. Tho men surround- 
ed them, stoned and beat them, and finally 
drove thorn back, carrying with thorn three 
wounded. Tho polico charged twice moro 
heforo tho strikors would yield. They 
caught ten of tho most con&piouous in lead- 
ing the mob and locked them up at St. 
Helens. Four policemen and threo miners 
wore badly hurt, and several men of euch 
Bido received serious injuries.

A SHOUT ENQUIRY. 

The assertion of the Kamloopa non-re 
proscntative Convention that the present 
Provincial Assembly has no moral right to 
legislate for the people of British Columbia 
is so unreasonable and leada to ao many ab- 
aurd concluaiona, that it may be considered 
a miatako to treat it seriously. But aa 
everybody is not able to see a ridiculous 
proposition in a ridiculous light, there may 
be no harm in suggesting that every mem- 
ber of the Legislature, duly elected, 
is under a strong moral obligation 
to perform tho duties of hia position 
to the boat of his ability. Thero is no con- 
stitutional body in existence against which 
carping casuists cannot find what they call 
moral objections. Yet wo find hon- 
est and conscientious men working 
in those bodies and doing all they 
cin to make them of use to their soveral 
countries. No ono ever refuaed on moral 
grounds to Bit in tho old uoreformed Houso 
o£ Commons with its constituencies of a 
dozen or za of potwallopera. And thia 
House of Commons, great aa wero the an- 
omalies of representation in ita constitution, 
did for centuries good work for the British 
nation. There ara many, no doubt, who 
believe that tho present Houso of Lords hag 
no moral right to exercise tho powers with 
which the conatitution invcata it, yet we do 
not hear of any man, clergyman or layman, 
who has a right to a Beat in it, refusing to 
occupy that seat because ho does not 
aoe that he haa a moral right to 
have a voice in making the laws 
of the nation, Thero aro men who 
aro known to be too bad to sit 
in the House of Lords, but no ono that wo 
havo ever heard of, considered himaelf, or 
was considered by others, too good to per- 
form the official duties and to cxerciso the 
official poivorB of ft peer of tho realm. 

The legal right in this caao is tho moral 
right. The people or their representatives 
aro tho solo judges of how a representative 
body shall bo constituted, and what they 
decido to ho right as regards representation, 
is right, morally aa well as constitutionally. 
This, besides being the prineiplo acted upon 
in every country having a constitutional 
government, ia most reasonable. Legis- 
lative bodies under tho British Conatitu- 
tion havo the power to make what altera- 
tions they soe fit, both in tho distribution of 
representation and in the qualification of 
electors, so that if a member of a British 
Legislature believes that tho organization 
of tho body to whioh ho bolougs is morally 
defective, ha has a perfect right, if ha seea 
it hia duty to do bo, to endeavor to prevail 
upon hia follow mombcrs and follow citizens 
to make such alterations in its constitution 
aa ho considers right. In these self-adjust- 
ing legislatures a member can reconoilo him- 
self to any inequality of representation that 
may exist, knowing that tho people havo it 
in their power to change it, when thoy be- 
Iiovo a change to bo necessary. This is, no 
doubt, tho reason why no ono over hears 
anything about tho "mor*l right" of legisla- 
tures to logiaUto among sane and Bonaiblo 
peoplo. Kvon tho onginoora and delegates 
of the non-represontfttivo Kamloops Conven- 
tion aotod in opon oontrftvontion of tho prin- 
ciple whioh they laid down bo dogmatically. 
Tho enginoors— Brown, Cotton mid Kitchon 
remain mombors of ft Legialuturo which 



they declare has no moral right to legislate, 
and tho delegates took upon themselves to 
speak and act for men whom they had 
noithor a morul nor a constitutional right to 
repreaont. Their own acta ahow more clear- 
ly than anything that can bo aaid or writton 
the abaurdity of their own proposition. 



FRANCE! AND RUSSIA. 

Wo are not at all surprised that 1'aris has 
given such an cnthusiustio welcome to tho 
officers of the Russian fleet. Tho citizens of 
Paris are most excitable Ic takes com- 
paratively little to cauao them to Ioao thoir 
heads. But tho friendship of Russia, is not 
a triflo to France just now. Russia ia at 
presont tho only ally it haa that it can de- 
pend upon. Gormany'a hospitality to 
Franco is open and avowed. The two na- 
tions are what, in times not very long gone 
by, would bo called "natural onomicB," 
Austria and Italy aro in close allianco with 
Germany. Germany's friends must bo their 
friends, and Germany's enemies their eno- 
miea, France haB for ft long time bocn jeulona 
of England, and just now tho feeling between 
thi two eountriea, if not hostile, ia not cor- 
dial. It waa, indeed, aaid tho othor day, 
when tho difficulty about Sia;n was pending, 
that Great Britain would have, for self pro- 
tection, to join the triplo alliance. RuBBia 
is, therefore, the only great power which 
France can depend upon in tho event of u rup- 
ture with Germany, which may take place 
any day. France, in fact, without Russia's 
goodwill, would bo friendless in. lOuropo. It 
is, therefore, no wonder that tho peoplo of 
Paris exhibited the joy thoy felt at tho 
manifestation of friendliness made by Rus- 
sia. It may bo easy to make too much of 
the visit of the Russian fleot to Franco, and 
perhaps tho Parisians are doing 
this. But when it is considered 
that Russia is, ns regards tho rest of Europe, 
in pretty mujh the same position aa France, 
it ia not surprising that tho instinct of self- 
preservation draws the two countries to- 
gether. It ia Bomewhut remarkable that 
overy country which Franco dislikes and 
fears looks upon Russia with BUBpioion more 
or lesB well grounded. England, sinco the 
talk of another matrimonial alliance between 
tho royal families of tho two countries, may 
be regarded as an exception. But tho pub 
lie mind of England moat havo groatly 
changed of iate if the attitude of Ruooia iu 
Asia is not looked upon as threatening the 
integrity of tho British Empire. Ruasia 
may not havo designa upon India, but it 
will take a good deal to convince in- 
telligent Englishmen that this la a fact. 
Great Britain haa, for a good many years, 
been keeping a watchful eyo upon tho 
progreBa of Ruasian conquests in ABia, and 
it is not likely that this ostentatious exhi- 
bition of friendship between Franco and 
RuBsia will have the effect of causing her to 
bo lesa vigilant. W ith Russia on the North 
and France on the South-east, Great Britain 
has neighbors in India which will bear a 
good deal of watching. Neither of them 
may mean any harm, but all tho aamo, it 
would not be wiso to give either of them a 
good chance to encroach on her Indian poa- 
BeBsiena. 



AN IMPORTANT VISIT. 

The Hon. Mr. Foater and the Hon, Mr. 
Angera will soon bo in this Province. 
They aro not out on a holiday excursion. 
Their visit to British Columbia is a business 
visit. They will bo here to receivo and im- 
part information. Thoy want to learn for 
themselves the actual condition of tho 
Province, and the views, opinions and 
wishes of its inhabitants. They intend also, 
no doubt, to explain to British Columbians 
the policy of the Government; and they will 
probably endeavor to removo any misappro- 
henaiona and misunderstandings as to tho 
conduct and intentions of tho Administra- 
tion, that may exist. 

The two cabinet miniatera are, wo are suro, 
sincerely desirous to do all the good thoy 
can to British Columbia, and to meet tho 
wishes of ita inhabitants as far as they can 
consistently with their duty to tho other 
parts of tho Dominion. It is therefore to be 
hoped that they will bo mot by men of all 
classes and both parties iu a friendly spirit, 
and that the information they deairo will bo 
freely and frunkly imparted. It is impor- 
tant that tho Ministers should learn tho 
whole truth with regard to tho Province, 
that thoy will bo assisted to seo it exactly aa 
it ia. The men who paint it for them in tho 
colors of the rose aro quilo aa much tho 
enemiea of tho Provinoe aa tho men who 
draw a gloomy and untruthful picture of 
ita present condition and ita future pros- 
pects. The Miniatera aro both men of tho 
world and aeasoned politiciana, who can 
boar to hear truth that is unpalatable ua 
well aa truth that ia pleasant mid agreeable. 
We believe that perfoct frankness in dealing 
with the Ministers ia not only right, but tho 
beBt policy, both for tho Dominion Govern- 
ment and for tho peoplo of tho Province 
They ahould not be allowed to leave tho 
Coaat laboring under any delusion, oither aa 
to the opinions of the people, so far as thoy 
can bo ascertained, or tho atato and pros- 
pects of the Province. 

There ore in thia Province, an thorn are 
in overy othor, poraona who diatruat 
politiciana and who boliovo that no 
good thing can come out of Ottawa ; and 
thero aro also peoplo who think that tho 
only way to please men in power ia to flatter 
them and to tell thorn nothing but what 
they aro pretty euro tho Ministers would 
like to hoar. The formor claaa magnify 
every drawbuck and exaggerate every griev- 
ance. They consider it their duty to croak 
and to preach blue ruin. The latter olass 
have nothing but good to aay of tho country 
und aro ready to represent tho peoplo aa 
being perfectly satisfied with tho policy of tho 
Fodoral Government and tho treatment thoy 
receive at its handa. Tho MiniBtera ahould 
bo on their guard against both classes, for 
both will bo certain to load them aatray. 
Thero arc, however, men in tho oountry 



who are not eithor confirmed pessimists 
or slavish worshippers of those ia 
authority, and it will be found that these 
men, as well as boing the moat reliable, 
know most about tho Province and its re- 
sources. We truat that they will conaider 
it their duty to call upon tho distinguished 
viaitora and speak to them without eithor 
concealment or reservation. 

British Columbians arn hospitable, and 
we need not aay that tho Miniatera will bo 
warmly welcomed and well treated when 
they como to tho Coast. Wo aincerely trust 
that thoy will obtuin information here that 
thoy will bo able to uao in tho near future 
for the good of tho Province, and that when 
they turn their facoa Eastward they will 
carry with them favorablo impressions of 
Britiah Columbia and ita inhabitants. 



MANITOBA'S POSITION. 

Tho attitude of tho Manitoba Government 
with respect to tho referonce of tho school 
queation of that Provinco to tho Supreme 
court ia mado vory plain by Mr. Sifton, tho 
Attorney-General, in an interview with a 
repreaontativo of tho Winnipeg Tribuno : 

Asked if he had soon tho atatoment mado 
by tho Toronto Q C., Mr. Sifton Baid ho 
had, " but," he remarked, "1 don't know 
that I have very much to say about tho posi- 
tion of the Looal Government, except what 
everybody understands at the present time. 
So far as tho refereuc • to the Supremo court 
is concerned, that is purely a reference by 
the Dominion Government for advico. In- 
stead of taking the advice of the Minister 
of Justice, who is tho law officer of tho 
Dominion Government, they have power to 
take the advico of tho Supremo court. 
It is purely u voluntary proceeding on 
thoir purt and we aro not a 
party to it in any way. If thoy 
choose to refer the question of their powers 
to tho Supreme court, we have no objection 
to them doing it, although wo aro perfectly 
satisfied that they have no power to inter- 
fere with our legislation ; but we do not 
propose to be made a party to the proceed- 
ing. Wo have sent counsel to the Supreme 
court purely out of courtesy to that body, 
and not with any intention of being made a 
defendant in the case or taking purt in tho 
argument. If tho Supreme court sees fit to 
appoint Mr. Robinson to arguo any particu- 
lar phase of tho queation, that ia purely a 
matter for tho court, to deal wi'h, and we 
will neither adopt, Mr. Robinson's advocacy 
nor repudiate it." 

" What is your position then ? " 

" We take tho position that wo have 
nothing whatever to do with Mr. Robin- 
son's argument. It-may be quite proper for 
the court to appoint him, but ho in arguing 
in a proceeding instituted by tho Dominion 
Government, to which tho Provinco of 
Manitoba ia not a party, and he is not in 
any way a representative of tho Province." 



THREATENED DEFECTION. 

Mr Redmond, the chief of the Parnellito 
section of tho Home Rule party, is not 
pleased with tho progreBB which the cause 
ia making, and ho threatens to desert Mr. 
Gladstone, taking with him his eight or nine 
followers. If Redmond doos thia, and ho ia 
quite capable of doing it, Mr. Gladator" 
will bo left in tho lurch. Tho nine Parnellito 
votea count eighteen on a division. Take 
thia number from Mr. Gladstone's majority 
and ho will hardly havo support enough left 
in Parliament to carry on the Government. 
Tho desertion of Redmond will do much to 
mako an appeal to tho nation a necessity. 

It will bo indeed singular if a dissolution 
ia precipitated, not by tho action of tho 
Houso of Lorda but by dissensions within 
the ranks of tho Irish section of the Homo 
Rule party. If Mr. Gladstone, after all he 
haa done and suffered in the cauBO of Homo 
Rulo, is thua woundod in tho houso of his 
friends, ho will be pitied even by thoBO who 
do not approve of his course and who will 
benefit by Redmond'a defection.

Steamer "Mariposa" Leaves With the 
"Miowera's" Passengers aud Ma- 
chinery for Releasing Her. 



Good Bye to the " Grauduolru "—Pacific 
Coast Business— Trouble for the

The Canadian Pacific authorities having 
received no further odvices concerning the 
stranded Miowora it is altogether improba- 
ble that uuy Btoamer will bo chartered to 
tako her presont trip. Tho passongcrs for 
Australia who counted upon making tho 
trip with hor havo gone by rail to San 
Francisco, whero tho Mariposa, of the oppo- 
sition line, waited for thorn and for tho 
English mail until this morning. She also 
OJirrios to Honolulu a largo quantity of plant 
to be used in releasing the dieubled liner. A 
Souttle sea captain well acquainted with tho 
passage near Honolulu, whore tho Miowera 
went on, saya that if tho vessel slips back 
across tho narrow channel nothing but dyna- 
mite will ever olear tho passage. 

A CHANGE OK BUSINESS. 

Tho Pacific CoaBt Steamship Company's 
passenger and freight traffic from Cali- 
fornia haa materially decreased within the 
past month, und business now seems to bo 
moving in tho opposite direction. This is 
partially duo to Californiana returning 
home from the World's Fair. Tho steam- 
ship City of Puebla, which carried '215 
Baloon passengors on her last trip South, 
did not havo more than one-third of that 
number on board when bIio arrived from 
San Francisco last evoning.

CARIBOO GOLD MINES. 

Bright Prospects Por Lariro Development- 
Good Returns This Year— Two Successful 
Miners on tv Visit to Victoria. 

T. H. and H. E. Flynn, owners of the 
DiBCOVory and Alabama hydraulic mines, 
situated on Mo.«quito creek, noar Barkcr- 
villo, arrived down on Wodnesday night 
and are stopping at the Angel hotel. Tho 
Messrs. Flynn were in - Victoria 1!) and l(i 
years ago, and acarcoly know tho place, so 
great a change haa been mado. Mr. T. H. 
Flynn was a former resident of Victoria, 
having como hero from tho Ottawa valley. 
Ho went to Cariboo to try his fortuneB in 
tho gold mines in 1874, and three years later 
waa joined by his brothor. They acquired 
tho Discovery claim on Mosquito creek, 
which was ono of tho richest mines in the 
early history of Barkerville. Tho gold from 
this oreok ia of tho finest quality and richest 
color, and many lovely specimena aro ob- 
tained, somo of which are of such delicate 
liligreo work that they Bcem to have been 
faahioned by a cunning worker in motala. 
Tho Mesars. Flynn afterwards purchased 
tho adjoining (Alabama) claim in company 
with tho lato Josoph Maaon, M.P.P., 
and tho two wero workod by them 
by tho hydraulic process. They 
havo paid good dividends ever sinco they 
wero opened up and tho proporty is improv- 
ing as progress ia mado into tho hillside. 
It has recently been demonstrated that tho 
gravel to a height of seventy feet carries 
pay gold. In running a tunnel in the hill 
for Btorago purposes at this height a minor 
on ground adjoiuinc tho Flynn property 
found gold, and on this being drifted into, 
pay from 2h to 20 ounces per Bet of timbers 
has been secured. It can easily bo seen 
how excellent u return could be had if water 
wi re used against the bank. Liltlo atten- 
tion has beon paid to these bench and hill- 
side grounds, but it would aeem they offer 
oxcollont fields for prospecting. 

The hydraulic miuea of tho Barkerville 
division havo paid well during the paat Boa- 
son, and there ia good prospect that tho 
gold output will be greatly increased in the 
near future. The engineer Bent out 
by the English syndicate has re- 
ported ^favorably on the Whit tier 
scheme to opeu up tho lower end of Williams 
creek and work tho ground on the hydraulic 
hoisting proceas. Slough creek gives every 
promise of proving a paying proposition 
Thirty thousand pounds of machinery now 
await shipment at Ashcroft to this mine to 
enablo rapid development. On Nelson 
creek this season a Chinese company, who 
purchased a doubtful prospect from a while 
company, broko into a hill channel und 
washed up 500 ounces. Tho mines on the 
Quesnello Forks also givo grout promise, 
and during tho winter the now ownerB of 
tho South Fork and China olaimB will Bond 
in machinery and piping to extonaivoly 
work that ground. The gonerai outlook for 
Cariboo mining is very bright, so the 
Messrs. Flynn say, and with tho cheap 
and rapid transportation facilities and 
cheaper supplies that tho construction of 
the British Pacific will bring, Cariboo will 
rapidly advance again to her old position aa 
a gold producing district. There ia no 
doubt in their minds that the district pos- 
sesses as much and moro gold in its gravel 
than haa ever been taken out, and capital- 
ists are beginning to recognize this and to 
invest money in the development of promis- 
ing ground. 

Tho Messrs. Flynn will remain in Victoria 
Beveral days, and in tho meantime are meet- 
ing old friends. 

EXPLOSION AT SPOKANE.

OUR MINEEAL WEALTH. 

Repprt of the Miuea Department of 
the Geological Survey of 
Canada. 



Interesting Statistics of the Output 
From the Different 
Provinces. 



Though tho preliminary Bummary of 
Canada'a mineral production in 1891 was 
issued lust yoar, tho complete report of tho 
Division of Mineral Statistics and Minea of 
tho Dominion Geological Survey has only 
recontly been published, Mr. Ingall, in 
chargo of tho Division, explaining that the 
delay arose from aomowhat exceptional causes. 

British Columbia occupies a considerable 
amount of attention in the review, tho de- 
tails given in tho report of the Minister of 
Mines for thia province being reproduced 
The immense impetus in tho development of 
quartz mining in British Columbia had, of 
course, not thon reached tho stage it has 
now attoiued, and tho figures for tho period 
under consideration, as well aB the follow- 
ing year, have already been presented in the 
Provincial mining reports. A comparison 
of the output with that of tho other 
parts of tho Dominion and tho mineral pro- 
duction of the whole of Canada are, how- 
ever, of great intorost, especially us tho re- 
port gives evideuco of much caro in pre- 
paration. 

The mineral products of Canada for tho 
year 1891 umounted in value to $'20,500,000, 
as compared with §18,000,000 in 1S90. and 
show a gradual yearly increaso from §l'-3,- 
000,000 in 1880, tho first yoar given in tho 
report. Metallic minerals (ooppor, gold, 
iron, lead, nickel, platinum and silver) were 
produced to the valuoof $5,451,195, ugaiuBt 
£3,570,085 for 1S90, owing ohitiiy to tho im- 
mense increuao in the nickel output in tho 
famous Sudbury district. Nou-motullio 
minerals, including coal, limestone, mica, 
asbeatus and othor useful minerals and 
structural materials, such aB slate, marble 
and so forth, were valued at §14,359,174, 
while unspecified producta amounted to 
SliS9,631. 

The oxporta of minerals and mineral pro- 
ducta during 1891 totolled SG,77'2.G93, while 
the following table ahowa the countries to 
which mine products were exported during 
the fiscal ycur of 1891 :

Turning to the detailed report on the var- 
ious minerals, it is to bo observed that of 
grindstones the production was confined to 
two Provinces, as follows : Now Brunswick, 
2,499 tonB, valued at $22, 787; Nova Scotia, 
1,980 tons, valued at S19, 800; total output, 
4,479 tons; total value, $42,587. 

Antimony and arsenic production was so 
small as to be hardly worth noticing. 

ASBESTUS. 

During 1891 the production of asbestus 
fell off considerably as compared with tho 
output of tho year previous, that for 1891 
being only 9,279 tons, valued at $999,878, 
against 9,800 tons, valued at $1,260,240, 
which wbb the quantity extracted in 1890. 
An enormous increase is observable however 
in a comparative tab o which shows tho 
growth of tho outputs from 1880, when only 
380 tons were produced. The seat of this 
important industry ia in the Districts of 
Thetford and Black Lake. Province of Que- 
bec, and some $2,125,000 are invested in it. 

COAL. 

Tho production of thiB mineral shows a 
very encouraging increase on the figures of 
the previous year. The 3,127,(301 tons, 
valued at $6,490,110, returned for 1890, 
compared with the 3,623,076 tons, valued at 
$8,144,247, produced during 1891, show tho 
amount of thia increase to have been 505,415 
tons and $1,043,137. ThiB result muat be- 
credited almost wholly to British Columbia. 
The greater proportionate iucreuso in the 
figures of value is also due to tho greater 
proportion of this higher priced coal, in- 
cluded in tho total. In the grand total of 
tonnage by provinces, Nova Scotia stills re- 
tains the chief place ; British Columbia 
comes next in the amount of its production, 
while the NorthweBt Territories and New 
Brunswick contribute but a relatively small 
proportion. 

The output by Provinces was : Nova 
Scotia, 2,290,935 tona, valued at $3,579,586; 
British Columbia, 1,152,588 tons, valued at 
$4,116,388; N. W. Territories, 174,131 
tons, valued at $437,243 ; Now Brunswick, 
5,422 tons, valued at $11,030.

OOPPBB, 

Tho total output was 8,928.921 lba., of 
which Quebec produced 5,401,704 lbs., and 
Ontario 3,527,217 lbs., tho whole valued at 
$1,100,760, an increuao of 46 per cent, in 
output and of 28 per cent, in valuo as com- 
pared with 1890. The report atateB that 
there is little new to note in thia industry, 
but in touching on the various Provinces it 
draws uttention to tho bright outlook for 
tho Kooteuay country, especially with tho 
increase of railway communication, 
ovrauii. 

The totul quantity of gypsum mined and 
marketed in tho Dominion during 1S91 was 
203, 005 tons, valued at $206, 251, showing a 
decreaao in quantity of 22,901 tons, while 
tho valuo has increased $12,218. Tho pro- 
duction ia altogether that of tho Provincea 
of Ontario, Nova Scotia and Now Bruns- 
wick. 

IKON. 

The production of iron oro during 1891 
shows somewhat of a decrease compared 
with that of 1890, tho figures being 76,011 
tonB, worth $155,380, for tho latter, aa com- 
pared with 68,979 tons, valued at $142,005, \ 
for tho former. Nova Scotia still continues 
tho main contributor, its production con- 
stituting ovor 75 per cent, of tho grand 
totul, the rest being producod in the 
Provinoo of Quebec, with a email quantity 
from British Columbia. Of tho 68,979 tons 
of iron ore producod, 00,933 tona wero 
smelted, producing 23,891 tons of pig iron, 
an incroaso over last year'a yield of 2,119 
tons. This quantity resulted from tho run- 
ning of four furnacos, operated by tho Lon- 
donderry Iron Company, Londonderry, 



N.S.; tho Canada Iron Furnnco Company, 
Radnor, Quo.; John MoDougall k Co., 
Drummondvillo, Que. Tho two latter firms 
use charcoal for fuel in smelting tho bog 
ores, aa before mentioned, and produca a 
pig iron which is used for tho manufacture 
of railroad car wheels. 

LEAD* 

Tho amount of this metal produced in 
Oanada wua 5SS.665 lbs., valuod at $25,607. 
Small aa thia is, howevor, tho figures are 
five times aa great as those of 1890. 

.MICA. 

Tho output was $71,510, an increase of 
$3,430. 

NICKEL. 

The valuo of tho ahipmenta of thia most 
important mineral jumped from 1,435,742 
lbs , valued at $933,232, in 1890. to 4,620,- 
627 lba., valued at$2,775,97G, in 1891. Even in 
1S90 Canada stood at tho head of all coun 
tries as an exporter of this metal, as tho 
following tuble shows :

A bright futuro in regard to thia industry 
ia to be found in tho demand for nickel-steel 
armour plate. Tho auperiority of this alloy 
ahould uasuro a growing market for tho 
motal apart from tho steadily increasing de- 
mand for it in ita other uud older uses, Tho 
great centre of this industry is, of course, 
at Sudbury, Ontario, and ia dealt with at 
considerable length in tho report. 

PETROLEUM, 

Tho year 1891 was one of considerable in- 
terest to those operating in oil, on account 
of the discovery of petroleum in Wclland 
and Essex counties in Ontario, and of the 
further discoveries in the Northwest Terri- 
tories and British Columbia. The output for 
tho year was 755,298 barrola, valued at $1, 
004,546, a considerable increase over the 
previous twelvo months. 

PHOSPHATE 

Showed a falling off in production, the 
decreaao in Value being $119,442. Quebec 
and Onturio weru tho only producer*, tho 
former having an output valued at $206, 
416, tho latter $35,187. 

GOLD. 

The production of gold fdV 1S91 was 51 ,303 
oz , valued at $930,614, as compared with 
64,046 oz. in 1890, vuluod at $1,149,770. 
Nova Scotia shows a falling off of 1,204 oz. , 
and British Columbia of 3,801 oz., whilst 
tho estimated quantity for the Northwest 
Territories and Yukon district is less by 
7,853 oz. Quebec and Ontario only rogistcr 
a slight incrcaao of 115 oz. on thoir small 
production. The alluvial gold product of 
British Columbia, added to that resulting 
from tho mining of the auriforous lodes of 
Nova Scotia, constituted, as in tho past, all 
but a small fraction of tho production given 
above.

SILVER. 

Tho production of silver during 1891 had 
a value of $406,233, which, at the average 
market price for the year of 98 cts. -=414, 
523 ozs. Of this tho provinces produced as 
follows : Ontario 225.633 ounces, vulue, 
$221,120; Quebec 185,584 ounces, value 
$181,872; British Columbia 3,300, value 
$3,241. 

As the report predicts, the future of this 
Province in mining for the precious metals 
ia very encouraging, owinc to tho great 
attention paid to quartz mining in the last 
few years, and it ia safe to say that British 
Columbia, when the next report is issued, 
will show a largo and gratifying increase, in 
the production of silver especially. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Ochre — This was the only mineral pig- 
ment produced in Canada during tho year, 
tho output being 900 tona, valued at $17,- 
750, an increaao of moro than $12,000 over 
tho previouB year. 

There were 427,485 gallons of mineral 
water placed on tho market, valued at $54, 
26S, some $11,000 decrease from the preced- 
ing year. Feldspar, firo clay and other 
minerals were produced in small quantities, 
and in platinum, tho whole output valued at 
$10,000, waa produced in British Columbia. 

Tho natural gaB operations in Ontario are 
apoken of, the city of Buffalo being sup 
plied from the wells in Wetland county, 
Ontario. 

The pvrilcs produced in 1891 was valued 
at $203,139; Bait, 45,021 tons, value $161, 
179 ; building atone, value $708,730 ; lime, 
value $251,215; brioks, value $1,061,530 
while varioua other materials go to make up 
tho total of Canada's mineral producta fur 
the vear 1891. 



FARMING THE FARMERS. 

U, 8. Secretary Morton Declares That This Is 
What the (ifiingers and Alliance Organ- 
izations Have Aimed At. 

CHICAGO, Oct 19.— Secretary of Agricul 
turo Morton spoko on tho silver question 
before tho agricultural commission yester 
day. Ho gave tho Populists a touching up 
incidentally. He spoko in part us follows 
"To be sure, aB your president bus inti 
mated, underlying all sciences and arts is 
agriculture, and it baa just begun to dawn 
upon agricultural mindB that it needs in- 
dividual development and self-reliance in 
each citizen rather than gregarious organ- 
ization which may bo deputized or given 
power of attorney to think for the farmers. 
Wo all understand that bo far ae the grange 
and alliance organizations have attended to 
something else than farming; they huvo 
boon worked, to use tho parlance of the 
day, by journeymen farmers, who, for poli- 
tical purposes, farmed the fanners, These 
organizations, as a rule, attended to every- 
thing except agriculture. Many fallacies 
which havo been ovolved fur the allure- 
ment of the farmer are very catching The 
tt-a-mii?;; of many of the journeymen fann- 
ers bus been to tho effect that tho money 
of tho country is simply a legal fiction. 
That which our people need first and fore- 
most is an honest, unfluctuating measure 
of values. If gold is the bust money 
tho world, then the United States wants 
gold. Wo niUBt have a permanent stan- 
dard of debt settlement, a permanent and 
unfluctuating measure of values und a me- 
dium of exchange It seems to mo that 
thia great congreas of all nutions illustrates 
fully tho fact that tho commerce of the 
world is an exchange of products, and 
money only settles unadjusted balances."

Twenty-Fifth Annual Fall Exhibition 
Going On Under Favorable 
Auspices. 



Horse Races To-Day— Chief Objects of 
Note and the Prize- 
Winners. 



The twenty-fifth annual full exhibition of 
the North and South Saanich Agricultural 
Society opened at South Saanich yeatorday, 
and will bo continued to-day, when for a 
■wind-up there will be an uttractivo pro- 
gramme of horse races. This is an impor- 
tant year in the history of the association, 
boing its quarter oentenary, and it was 
therefore unfortuuate that the backwardness 
of tho Beason prevented the holding of such 
a show as would fittingly colebrato the 
occasion. As it is, tho late spring ciusod 
sowing to ho so long deferred that tho har- 
vost has not all bscn gathered yet, and the 
crops are ull more or Iosb below the aver- 
age. To uccommodate tho buBy farmers tho 
society postponed tho fair for a fortnight, 
tho dates originally sot for it having beou 
October 5 and (i. Tho risk of having rain 
had to be run, hut fortunately tho weather 
conditions have turned out to bo very 
favorable, and a finer day than yesterday 
one scarcely could have desired. 

The management of tho fair is in good 
hands, as will bo seen from tho list of offi- 
cers : President, E. John; Vice-Presi- 
dent, X. Marcottee; Secretary, YV. R. Arm- 
strong; Treasurer, F. Halden; Committee, 
<i. Harrison, E K. John, M. Dean, John 
W. Sluggett, A. Meneagh, J. T. Harrison, 
P. Franck, (jco. Stelly, jr., Fred. Turgoose, 
J. Sluggetr, S. Sandover. The grounds are 
in excellent condition, and nothing has been 
loft undone to secure comfort for exhibitors 
and visitors. Of tho latter there were not 
many yesterday, but greator interest ought 
to bo taken in the affair to-day, as all the 
prizo tickets will bo on tho exhibits, the 
judging having been finished yesterday. It 
is expected thai quite a number of people 
from Victoria will go out to-day, for the 
races, tho programmo of which is as follows :

largo and full. There was but one exhibit 
of peas, but thoy made a splendid showing. 
Tho barley w»b very generally commented 
upon for its excellence, tho Chevalier variety 
being notably fine, and showing what 
could bo done in thia line if a demand for 
malting could be created. The samples of 
fall wheat were not so good ns usual, but 
still wero creditable to the district, consider- 
ing tho drawbacks of tho BeaBon. In grass 
seed, a bag of hand-picked timothy, shown 
by S. Deans, excited much admiration not 
only for the appearanco ot tho seed, but for 
tho patieneo of the pickers. In Indian

WHAT IT MEANS. 



Tuo Russian Visit to France May Pre- 
cipitate the Lour? Expected 
European War. 



Nnfc Trusts of Peace But Those of 
War So Enthusiastically 
Drunk. 



The annual exhibition of tho Delta Agri- 
cultural Association was hold at Ladner's 
Lunding on Wednesday laat, tho 19th inst., 
and was largely attended. There was a 
magnificent display of corcala, roots, vege- 
tables, fruits aud flowers, whilst tho exhibit 
of live stock excolled that of any previous 
year, the horses in particular boing pro- 
nounced better than at any other exhibition 
in tho Province. Tho show was opened at 
2 o'clock p. m. by Hon. J. H. Turner, Min- 
ister of Finance, who in a highly instructive 
speech interested tho audience for fully half 
an hour, and was warmly applaudod 
throughout. 

After the opening of the exhibition, Hon, 
Mr. Davie, at the invitation of tho presi- 
dent, Mr. Patterson, made a fow romarka. 

Hon. Mr. Turner remained during tho 
afternoon, roturniug to New Weatniinster 
by the steamer Transfer at 5:30 p.m. 

In tho evening a banquet was given by 
the association to Hon. Mr. Davie, and was 
presided ovor by Mr. Patterson, Mr. Ben- 
eon, tho reeve, occupying tho vice-chair, 
and about forty people surrounding the 
tables. Full justice waa dono to the excel- 
lent bill of-fure provided by Mr. Runyon, 
of the Ladner's hotel. Amongst tho toaats 
that of tho Government of British Columbia 
and tho Legialaturo waa proposed by tho 
president, and responded to by Hon. Mr, 
Davio and Mr. Puucti, M.l'.P. ; that of the 
Delta Agricultural association was proposed 
by Hon. Mr. Davie, and responded to by 
tho president and Mr. Thomas Ladner. 
" Tho Press," proposed by tho Reovo, re- 
sponded to by Mr. MeLagun, of the World, 
and Mr. Ctlbruith, of the Pacific Canadian ; 
"The Ladies," proposed by Mr. Wm. Lad- 
ner, was responded to by Mr. Grant, The 
party broke up about ouo o'clock a.m., a 
thoroughly good time having been enjoyed. 

Yesterday morning Hon. Mr. Davie, in 
company with tho Reeve, Mr. Punch, Mr. 
McLugan and Mr. McLean drove to New 
Westminster, and inspected, on tho way, 
tho dyke which has just been constructed 
by the Delta municipality. Hon. Mr. Davie 
returned homo by tho Promier last evening ; 
Hon. Mr. Turner taking tho river steamer. 



MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 

Political Trouble in Austria Over Count 
Tiuifo's Franchise Bill. 

VIENNA, Oct. 19. — A ministerial crisis 
seems to be inevitable. All tho parties are 
irritated over tho Franchise bill introduced 
on tho 10th, in the Lower House of the 
Reicharath, by Count Taafe, Minister of the 
Interior. , 

Count Taafe and Count Kulnoky were 
with the Emperor several hours this even- 
ing. President Chlomoscky, of the Lower 
HouBe, also had an audience with Franz 
Josef, and preaonted hia resignation. His 
reason for wishing to leavo ia that tho Ger- 
man Liberals have been placed, and have 
placed him, in an exceedingly difficult posi- 
tion since the introduction of the Election 
Reform bill. The Emperor refused to ac- 
cept his resignation. Count Taafe assured 
Chlomescky of his readiness to abandon 
tho bill. Tho Emperor consented 
to a dissolution of tho Reicharath, 
for Bohemia in the event of the coercion 
policy being rejected. Tho Cabinet crisis is 
believed to have been averted for the pre- 
sent. Whether the suffrage bill has been 
abandoned permanently or only temporarily 
is not known. 



Paris, Oct. 19.— French newBpapora pub- 
lish long comments upon the sympathy ex- 
pressed by Russians at tho death of Marshal 
MaoMahon. They seem greatly pleased at it. 
Tho Czar's message of thanka to Preaideut 
Carnot for eourtosios extended to tho Rus- 
sian sailors at Toulon and Paris has also 
groatly pleased tho newspapers of this and 
othor cities of Franco. It may bo said that 
Franco and Frenchmen feel moro confidence 
to-day in the stability of tho Republic and 
in tho strength of their army and navy than 
they have for the past 20 years. 

Tho visit of tho Russians to France has 
had a decidedly bracing effect upon the 
French, but it is an open question whether 
this will not precipitate tho long expected 
European war. France ia now herself again, 
hot-tempered, ultra-sensitive, chivalrous to 
a very high degree, proud of her armiea aud 
her navy, strong in her likes and her dis- 
likes, and quick to resent injuries, whether 
real or fancied. Franco ia moro dangerous 
to tho peace of Europo than sho waa a week 
ago. 

After all, Bammed down to bottom facts, 
tho wild, extravagant enthusiasm shown by 
the French people towards thoir Russian 
guests meaua but ono thing; tho extreme de- 
light the French feel cornea from the idea 
that Ruaaia is ready to light with her and 
not satisfaction at tho prospects of peace in 
tho future. Tho fighting enthuaiusm die- 
played at Toulon and at Paria was tho en- 
thusiasm of 1870, when "A Berlin" rang 
from tho Mediterranean to tho British chan- 
nel, and from the Atlantic to tho Prussian 
frontier. 

Those peoplo who went wild yesterday 
cheering " Vivo la Russio " were in their 
hearts crying " Vivo la Revancho," so, in 
apito of the Czir'a warning, in epito of Car- 
not's ordora, tho spirit of war is stirring up 
the enthusiastic millions of France, urging 
them on to battlo in spite of their leaders. 

Behind all those toasts to peace and to 
the prosperity of Franco was tho thinly con- 
cealed toast to tho brotherhood in arms ex- 
pected to exist between Russia aud France, 
when tho war trumpet calls all Europo to 
arms. Thoso toasts wero toasts of war, not 
toasts of peace, and nobody knows this bet- 
ter than the calculating, wakeful minds of 
Germany, Italy, Austria and England.

A Special Credit liaised to Carry on the War— 
The Moors Busy Throwing Up 
Trenches. 

Pakis, Oct. 19. — A dispatch to Lo Tempa 
from Madrid snya that tho Moors aro at 
work night and day digging trenches 
around Melilla, They aro also busily en- 
gaged in strengthening tho heights dominat- 
ing Fort Guarach, tho attempted build- 
ing of which on a site occupied 
by a Moorish saint's grave, precipi- 
tated tho attack upon tho Spanish garrison 
at Melilla. Tho natives, according to tho 
correspondent of Le TempB, aro throwing up 
breast works on the right bink of tho river 
Duro. In an interview to-day Senor Cano- 
vaa del Castillo blamed the Government for 
its inactiou in face of tho hostile uttitude of 
the Moors. 

Madrid, Oct. 19. — The Queen Regent 

has signed a decree authorizing unlimited 
credit for the Melilla expedition. The cost 
of tho preparations and partial Bhipment of 
troops has beon 25,000,000 franca.

Power For tho Machinery— The Con- 
tract Let For the Administra- 
tion Building:. 

San Francisco, Oct. 19.— Tho Union 
Iron Worka have sent in drawings to the 
Midwiuter Fair executive committee, of tho 
big engine which will furnish power to tho 
dynamos to run tho machinory for tho fair. 
Tho engine will weigh nearly forty tonp. 
Space haa been appliod for in connection 
with an exhibit of tho famous Hungary 
Tokay winea, of Buda Posth, which will bo 
entirely diatinct from the viticultural dis- 
play, in bulk.
